HE so-called plan of arbitration submitted to the company requires 
: the companies to agree in advance of arbitration to certain demands 
| of the. men. One of these demands is that the existing five year 
scale be reduced to. two years. This single demand which we are 
asked to agree to in advance of arbitration would involve jn itself a wage 
increase in the two years of the proposed contract of more than $1,000,000. 

Another provision to which our assent is demanded in advance is that 
50 per cent of all runs be straight runs and 50 per cent be completed in 
fourteen consecutive hours. The men also demand a minimum of nine 
hours’ pay. These two provisions, taken together, would involve a pay- 
ment of bonus ‘time during the two years of the contract of not less than 
$400,000 more. 

There are several other demands of a similar nature which will operate 
as wage increases. In other words, we are required to agree in advance 
to give a wage increase during these two years of the contract of over 
$1,400,000 before we are even permitted to select one of the five arbitrators 
chosen by the men. 

In’ the last communication sent us by the men on June 10 they de- 
clined our proposition “to arbitrate on any fair basis,” and then in re- 
sponse. to our question, “ Who is to determine what is a ' fair proposition’ 
after the parties have failed in the course of their negotiations to agree?” 
the men answered: “Our answer is that we must remain the judges of 
what constitutes a fair proposition concerning wages.” 

The position taken by the men in their letter of June 10 was in ef- 
fect that they proposed to fix the wage scale themselves without giving 
the companies any voice in the matter, and the same attitude seems to be 
clearly manifested in the so-called offer of arbitration. 

If arbitration means anything it means that all questions upon which 
the parties are unable to agree shall be submitted to a court or tribunal 
in which the person or persons having the deciding vote shall be abso- 
lutely free from any interest or bias for or against either of the parties 
to the arbitration. |

Villa's own Comprehension and saute.

him, Handicapped by a pitiful lack of 
education and forced to grapple with 
ever rising suspicions against those upon 
whom he must depend, Villa for almost 

a year now has been Waministering the 
abeil and mijitary affairs of a territory 
as large as that part of the United States 
east of the Mississippi river and north of 
the Mason and Dixon line, 


Carries Details in Head, 

The muititudinous details of this work, 
no matter how much the execution of it 
may be criticized, Villa has “ carried in 
his head.” He has no recourse to books 
or records. He is unable to read or Write 
beyond a laborious and paintul decipher. 
ing of the most simple sentences and the 
equally slow scratching of his name witn 
a pen. Letters, telegrams and communi- 
cations of ali kinds must be read to him 
by his secretaries. 

I have seen Villa take a typewritten 
page and gaze curiously, intently, piti- 
fully, upon it, while his face betrayed 
the fact that he was receiving as much 
enlightenment from it as if it were a 
wall of Egyptian hierogiyphics. He 
must turn the document over to some 
inferior to read to him. 

This assistant may be inferior in power, 
but Villa realizes that the man is superior 
in mental training. Villa knows furthe: 
that he is in the power of that assistant, 
who is able te make words out of the 
page of mystery. Villa, with his inherent 
Indian suspiciousness, must place him- 
self in this man’s hands and believe 
what he says, 


Primitive Human Being. 

Surround such a man as Villa with 
clicking typewriters and telegraph in- 
struments, financial problems and dip- 
lomatic questions, foreign complications 
and internal disturbances and reports 
~ from civil departments and mijitary .de- 
_fachments—and you have the pictur: of 
‘@ primitive hunian® ’ Remmeé-nt 
with the hateful horizon ‘ot things he 
can't understand and dreads to trust. 
Villa is so surrounded and the extent 
te which he accomplishes his ends is 
beyond what one could expect. 

In his private car at times 1 have seen 
“him raise his hand wearily and stop his 
secretary in the midst of reading some 
paper. As if in despair he would walk 
about the train and exchange common- 
place remarks with the trainmen and 
soldiers. If the train happens to be at 
a standstill, he walks through the ever 
present crowd of peons surrounding it, 
and stalks out across some nearby field, 
followed always by several members of 
his bodyguard. There, away from the 
hum of red tapery, he seeks relief by 
pistol practice or a wame of cards on a 
blanket spread on the ground. 


Villa One of the People. 

Villa can never forget that he isa man 
of the people, no more than he could get 
used to wearing a necktie—which he 
never can. That is what makes him the 
idol of the poor in northern Mexico. When 
his private train arrives in a town, dur- 
ing the frequent troop movements back 
and forth across the republic, the sta- 
tion is always crowded with the poor of 
the town waiting to receive him. 

However small the village, there is al. 
Ways a band or stringed orchestra pres- 
ent. Sometimes it is only the two or three 
Mnstrels who sing the news of the day 
in ballad form as they did centuries 
ago. When the train stops Villa steps 
to the rear platform and smiles in his 
boyish, bashful way. 


The peons cheer. The air is full of

At the rear end of all private cars there 
is a half door without steps that opens 
from the kitchen. When dining cars roll 
by in the States you can usually see the 
dripping black face of some kitchen work- 
er, framed in the doorway as he catches 
a breath of the fresh outer air. Villa 
had chosen that door for his Sunday 
afternoon alring. 
Villa was bouncing a crying baby on 
his knee while he kept time to a dog- 
gerel song.

Lincoln and Jackson Park Line 
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IN EUROPE WAR 
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GOST $300 DELIVERED. 
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BY HENRY M. HYDE 

The war horse business, which has 
grown to enormous proportions since 
Europe went crazy, is full of remarkable 
and shocking features. 

It costs, on the average, $300 to set an 
lowa farm horse down back of the bat- 
tle trenches in good condition. It takes 
from three to six months to find. the horee, 
sell him a couple of times, until he reaches 
the agents of one of the Buropean gov- 
ermments, ship him across country in 
an express train and across the ocean in 
a big steamer, train him to stand gun 
fire and to respond to bugle signals and 
— him ready to “ sniff the battle afar 

Once he gets within reaching distance 
of the firing line the horse is killed—on 
the average—in seven days. 


Dead Horses Used. 

Three months and $300 gone in seven 
€ays! But not quite gone. Back of the 
fighting columns travel great butcher 
shops on wheels. As soon a8 the fight- 
ing has died down these big vehicles ap- 
pear. Every wounded. or recently killed 
horse is promptly picked up and turned 
into fresh meat for the soldiers. His hide 
is saved to be tanned into leather and 
make boots for the men in the trenches. 

That is a new lesgon in efficiency. 

Out of almost every town in the middle 
west the scouts of the horse buyers are 
working. Sound mares or geldings that 
weigh upwards of 1,200 pounds are 
wanted. They may be any color but 
white or gray, which colors are too easily 
visible to lookouts and aeroplanes. 

The scout, arriving in a small town, 
hires an automobile and engages a local 
man who knows most of the farmers 
in the country. hey start out early in 
the morning over the country roads, visit 
every likely farm, pay cash for all pur- 
chases and ask immediate delivery. In 
a week a good buyer may pick up from 
forty to fifty horses, which will fill two 
cars. 


Sent to Big Centers. 

The loaded cars are sent across coun- 
try to the commission merchants at the 
Stockyards in Chicago or to some large 
center. Here they are first offered to 
the men who have taken contracts to 
supply 10,000 or 20,000 horses to one of 
the foreign countries. Some horses in 
each shipment are likely to be rejected 
for military use. Such are then sold on 
the regular market. 

Each horse which ig bought by the army 
contractor is branded with his mark, 
usually on the right hoof ané the right 
hip, and turned into a corral with his 
other purchases. Then the whole herd. 
passes under the eye of the inspector for 
the foreign governmemt, usually @ cav- 
alry officer or veterinary surgeon, de- 
tailed for the purpose. Such as he ac- 
cepts are again branded, this time on the 
left hip, with the brand of the govern- 
ment which now owns the animal. The 
English brand is a broad arrow. Italy 
uses an inverted. V inside a circle. 


Must Be Kept Two Weeks. 

What happens then depends on how 
soon the next horse steamers are sailing 
for Europe. At any rate it is necessary 
to keep all the horses from two to three 
Weeks somewhere near Chicago, where 
they can get acclimated and rested from 
the long ride in the freight cars and the 
excitement of the stockyards. 


For feeding horses during this period | 


of rest great central stations have 
been established out side the various cities 
which have large horse markets. That 
for Chicago is located at Calumet Park, 
south of the city, where there is shed 
room and feeding space for more than 
10,000 horses. 

From the feeding center the horses 
are sent east to the seaboard in solid 
trains, which usually run on express 
time, often reaching Jersey City, for in- 
stance, in forty-eight hours after leaving 
Calumet Park. More than once the big 
railroad companies have sidetracked 
their fast passenger trains to give a train 
loaded with prospective war horses the 
right of way. 

What Becomes of Cripples? 

Often one or more horses in a car will 
be crippled by accident during this fast 
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run, and it is always necessary to give 
them a second inspection before they are 
put on board ship. Just what happens to 
horses hurt in transit, and how badly 
they must be hurt before being rejected, 
seems to be something of & mystery, pos- 
sibly concealing vague opportunities for 
t. ? 


A horse ship is usually manned by a 
lot of young fellows who feel the lure of 
adventure. Among them are likely to be 
some new graduates of veterinary col- 
deges. So far as memory serves, steam- 
ers loaded with horses have not been at- 
tacked by submarines or sunk by mines 
during the present war. The only horse 
ship which has suffered disaster seems 
to have been an Italian vessel carrying 


terious way and was burned at sea. 


Several Training Camps. 

Each of the warring powers has several 
training camps for war horses. One of 
the largest English camps is located noe 
‘far from Liverpool. On the voyage acrose 
the Atlantic a number of horses are al- 
most certain to be crippled by accident or 
through disease. Those remaining sound 
gre ridden or Jed to the camp, where their 
final training for military service begins 

Farm horses from a thousand farms in 
the middle west are tied in rows to loaog 
ropes. which are supported by «#takes 
driven into the ground about twenty feet 
apart. Two such rows face each other 
and their hay and other provender is 
carried down the center between them 
and eaten off the ground. 

Here the farm horses are taught to re- 
spond to bugle calle and other signais 
and are gradually accustomed to the 
sound of firearms, small and larg@ 
Horses destined for the cavalry are, cf 
course, given a different training. it 
takes usually a couple of months to trailp 
them sufficiently to be of any use in actual 
operation, 


Then to France. 

From England the prospective war 
horses are taken across the channel to 
Fuance. Once in real war service they 
survive from four to ten days. Then it is 
a case of fresh meat and sausage. 

So far, the official figures of the gov- 
ernment show that about $50,000,000 has 
been invested in American horses by the 
warring powers. At the fair average 
price of $400 that would represent 260,000 
horses. Big as that figure is, the last 
census showed that there is something 
like 20,000,000 horges in the United States 
ard anything like a horse famine is ap- 
parently far off. 

Mules the men of war are not buying 
in large quantities. Only about 40,000 
mules have so far gone out of the coun- 
try, The reason is said to be that a mule 
will not face gun fire. When the guns 
begin to roar the mule wheels and runs. 

Does that help to answer the vexed 
question whether mules or horses have 
the greater intelligence.

Although mortally wounded, Vetreno 
staggered after his assailant asthe latter 
fled south in Blue Island avenue. He 
ran about 400 feet, when he fell.

Island avenue car and heard the shots. 
He saw the man with the gun in hishand 
being pursued by the victim. Jumping 
from the car, Palacz took uup the chase. 

He overtook Marro tn front of 1024 Blue 
Island avenue. Before he was captured 
he had thrown the revolver away. 

Palacz walked hie prisoner back to the 
scene of the shooting, where there is a 
patrol box. Before reaching the box a 
large crowd gathered, and there were 
cries of “Lynch him! Lynch him! He 
killed a man!” 

Runs Up with a Rope. 

One man came running to the scene with 
a Tope and another was seen to flourish 
a stiletto. Palacz kept shouting to them 
to “stand back," and he awed the blood 
seekers with his briar wood pipe, the 
stem of which looked like the barrel of 
a revolver. . 

Frank Navigato, an assistant city at-- 
torney, helped the firemen to keep back 
the crowd until the arrival of the police. 
Capt. Thomas Caughlin of the Maxwell 
street station hurried to the scene of the 
‘shooting in his automobile. On his ar- 
rival some of the crowd were menacing 
Palacz and Navigato. The captain and 
the policeman drew their revolvers and 
dispersed the mob.

MIDWIVES, PLAN 


Ald. Murray Learns ex-Con- 
victs Hold Shady Prac- 
tice in Chicago. 


Ald. Cari T. Murray, chairman of the 
council subcommittee on abortions, is 
considering tne proposal of an ordinaace 
to license all physicians and midwives 
who practice in Chicago. 

Mr. Murray, after hearing a mass of 
testimony and a lot of reports from in- 
vestigators, has come to the conclusiwn 
that a city license is the only way to save 
Chicagoans from unscrupulous practi- 
tioners who are beyond the control of 
the state board of health by reason of 
the deficiency of the Illinois laws. 


Ex-Convict Midwives Prevail. 

The alderman waa further enlightened 
on the subject yesterday during an in- 
terview with Attorney Thomas 8. Hogan, 
counsel for the state board of health. 
Mr. Hogan produced records showing that 
a large number of physicians and mid- 
wives continue to practice in Chicago 
despite the fact that they have been con- 
victed, fined, and sentenced for abortions. 
A goodly number of such physicians 
have been barred from the use of the 
United States mails because of their 
fraudulent acts. 

Some physicians were convicted and 
punished by federal authorities for mail- 
ing medicine advertised to produce abor- 
tions, and others were punished for send- 
ing victims to midwives to be aborted 
or for instructing victims how to abort 
themeelves. Still these offenders con- 
tinue to do business because the medica: 
‘practice act doesn’t give the state board 


and midwives who procured their state 
licenses to practice prior to 1899. 


Power Behind Quacks. | 
Several organized efforts to amend the 
law have been made, but the “ abortion 
ring” always has been able to muster 
up too much strength. Ald. Murray be- 
leves that if an ordinance is passed to 
compel physicians to take out a city li- 
cense, the city could refuse to grant the 
permits to all practitioners with unsav- 
ory records, and Chicagoans, at least, 
would be safe from malpractors.

Great Show and Little Ones. 

It was some show—in fact. it was sev- 
eral shows all in one. The lottery itself 
Was one show, and a good one, There 
were all kinds of side shows, bazaars, and 
that sort of thing, and the enormous 
crowd was the best show of all. 

There was room enough for many thou- 
sande more than-went to the show, but in 
true Chinese fashion everybody had to 
go through a small gate to get into the 
grounds, although there was no admission 
fee, and long before noon, and during all 
the rest of the day, it was a two hour 
job or more to get in or out. 

About a third of a mile west of the gate 
a special pavilion had been erected for the 
drawing of the lots. On each flank, and 
facing it, another pavilion was erected 
for the specially favored sightseers. 

The hoi .polloi stood in front, as many 
thousands as could jam in. The remaining 
thousands wandered about the spacious 
grounds, swarmed into the numerous res- 
taurants and bars that dotted the place, 
or wandered up and down a long street 
lined on each side by bazaar booths. 

In these booths every conceivable kind 
of article of Chinese manufacture was on 
sale. \ 

Police Court Established. 

Swarms of police and soldiers were de- 
tailed to maintain order, and a special po- 
lice court was established to handle any 
cases that might arise, so that offenders 
could be punished without delay. 

But it was an extremely orderly and 

good natured crowd, and the throng of 
piekpockets and sneak thieves who might 
be expected in such a crowd in the United 
States was not in evidence. 
The show had been advertised to begin 
at 8 o’clock in the morning. There; was 
a big job to be handled. One million 
tickets had been sold, each for $10. Each 
ticket was divisible into ten sections, and 
the great majority of them had been di- 
vided and sold in parts to two or more 
speculators—or rather savers of their 
money. 3 

The tickets had been on sale all over 
China since January, and the entire issue 
was taken. A good sized block had been 
sold here in Peking, and of course every 
one who had a ticket or a part of one was 
anxious to be on hand to see the drawing. 

Consequently the crowd began to ar- 
rive long before 8 o’clock, and by the 
time the preliminaries had all been com- 
pleted there were 15,000 or 20.000 coolies 
and poorer people standing in front of the 
main pavilion and the side pavilions were 
well filled.

The Chinese are great gamblers; and 
the new scheme appealed to thém tre- 
mendovsly. So there was nod difficulty 
in selling the entire million tickets in a 
very short time. ; 

“The government has two coursés which 
it may pureue. It may use the proceeds 
of the tickets iteelf, and pay a less rate 
of interest than it would have to pays to 


at a higher rate than it pays and make a 
small squeeze for itself. 

The prizes are obtained by simply com- 
muting the interest: Ten millions in 
China can be made to return more than 
$600,000 a year without much difficulty. 

The prizes aggregate slightly under 
$560,000, and the expenzes of the drawing 
perhaps another hundred thousand. So 
the government stands to play about even. 
as far as prizes or interest go, and it gets 
the use of $9,500,000 right away, if that 
is what is really desired. 

Moreover, it is ahnounced ‘hat these 
bonds will is issued each year. Thatis. 
a new series will be sold next year, and 
another the year after, and so on. If 
that is done, the government will soon 
have a tidy sum at its disposal. 

For it. is not until the fourth year that 
each series is to be paid off. After three 
serics had been sold one series would have 
to be paid off each year, but the govern- 
ment would always have $30,C00,000 in its 
possession on which to keep the game go- 
ing. That isn’t much money. as money 
goes inthe United States, but it is some 
money in this part of the world. 


2,003 Numbered Prizes. 

Well, to get back from Chinese finance 
to the drawing of this lottery that was no 
lottery. There being 2.097 terminal prizes, 
there remained 2,003 numbered prizes to 
be drawn. On a tall frame at the front 
of the main pavilion hung the wooden 
pills bearing numbers according to the 
prizes thus to be drawn. 

The terminal prizes would be deter- 
mined by the drawing of three of these 
numbers. Consequently only 2.003 ticket 
numbers were to be drawn from the ten 
big coprer globes containing the 100,000 
'pilis each. That made 200 pills from each 
giobe and three over. The censors de- 
termined by lot which three of the big

Real Lottery Begins. 

Then the real lottery drawing began. 
One pill was taken from each globe ata 
time, the globes being turned simultane- 
ously, and the two pills falling out to- 
gether. They were picked up by boys, as 
before, and passed to men who read first 
the ticket number and then the prize 
number, and that ticket won that prize.

This isn the first of a series of 
‘striking pictures of American 
battleships that will be a regu- 
far part of The Sunday Trib- 
une. 


Washington, D. C., June 12.—The 
United States superdreadnaught Arizona, 
now building at the navy yard, New York, 
is to be launched on Jure 19, 1915, at about 
1 p. m. Upon the invitation of Secretary 
Daniels, Gov. George W. P. Hunt of Ari- 
zona has nominated Miss Esther Ross of 
Preston, Ariz., as sponsor. 

The Arizona, battleship thirty-nine, was 
the first battleship of the navy to be 
named by Secretary Daniels. She is to 
be a sister ship of the Pennsylvania, 
which was launched on Marcth 16, 1915. at 
the works of the Newport News Ship- 
building and Drydock company, Newport 
News, Va. 

The Arizona is the fourth modern ship 
of the line to be constructed by the gov- 
ernment at one of its own navy yerds. All 
four of the battleships bullt by the navy 
itself have been constructed at the-New 
York navy yard. 


First Was Connecticut... 

The first of these four vessels was the 
U. 8. S. Connecticut, which was launched 
at New York a little more than a decade 
ago. The Connecticut was followed by 
the Florida, and the latter vessel by the 
New York, which is the last vessel finished 
at the New York navy yard. 

In the ten years that have passed be- 
tween the launching of the Connecticut 
and the launching of the Arizona the ton- 
nage of the vessels is practically doubled. 
but the officers and men required to com- 
plement the Connecticut number 1,012, 
while the Arizona, although twice the 
size of the Connecticut and carrying a 
main battery of twelve fourteen Inch guns, 
as against four twelve inch guns, will 
require but 915 men. 

Such has been the influence upon per- 
sonnel of the substitution of oil for coal 
and the substitution of uniform types of 
guns for the various types of guns 
meunted on earlier vessels. 

The Arizona was authorized by act of 
congress March 4 1113, the mit of cost 
being $7,425,000, exclusive of armor and 
armament. On March 16, 1014, the keel 
of the vessel was laid. and on May l. 
1915, she was reported 59.2 per cent com- 
pleted under hull and 37.9 per cent under 
machinery. 

A considerable saving in cost of ma- 
terial going into the construction of the 
Arizona was brought about by the activ- 
ity of Secretary Daniels in obtaining 
greater competition in bidding for ma- 
terial for use of the navy. 


Great Saving Effected. 

When bids for the Arizona materia) 
were opened in August, 1913, it was noted 
that excellent competition generally had 
been secured. Comparison with prices 
paid per ton in the case of the New York 
for the principal items of material indi- 
cates a saving in medium steel plates of 
approximately $19,000, in speciat treat- 
ment plates of $378,261, and in angles. 
bars, etc., of $3,270, a totel saving of 
$400,531. . 

With the launching of the Arizona work 
will be started at once on the construction 
of the superdreadnaught California. 
which vessel was authorized by congress 
in the appropriation bill of 1914, the bill 
specifying that this vessel should be 
constructed at a government yard.

official Document Says Duat 
Monarchy Did All Possible 
to Avoid Use of Arms. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

THE HAGUE, June 12.—Italy’s action 
in abandoning the triple alliance is vio- 
jently denounced in a Red Book issued 
today by the Austro-Hungarian govern- 
ment in reply to Italy’s Green Book on 
the war. 

The Italian government is accused of 
“etrocious treachery and breach of 
faith’ and the demands presented by 
Italy in exchange for her promise of neu- 
trality are called monstrous, 

The Austro-Hungarian government as- 
perts that the Italian cabinet at no time 
intended to give any serious consideration 
to the proposals made by the dual govern- 
ment, proposals which, it says, were all 
it could in all fairness be expected to 
grant in exchange for what Italy had 
promised to observe when the triple alli- 
ance treaty was signed—a ‘‘ benevolent 
neutrality.” , 

The translation of the Red Book has 
been revised and sanctioned by the sec- 
retary of the Austro-Hungarian legation 
at The Hague. 

Refers to Serbian fotrigne, 

Extracts from the book follow: 

“When Serbia's many years of intrigues 
became known to all the world in a most 


~eruei manner through the Sarajevo mur- 


der and Austria-Hungary decided to de- 
mand solid guarantees from Serbia 
against the continuation of mischief, 
the monarchy might justly expect that 
that action be recognized as fully justi- 
fied, that no European power might be

“Thereby, also, France was drawn into 
the conflict after having waited for a 
decade for the opportunity to execute 
plans of revenge. It was also to be ex- 
pected that England, though that nation 
had recently denied the existence of bind- 
ing agreements with the two other en- 
tente powers, would not take part in the 
War against her envied and feared rival, 
the rapidly rising German empire. 

“Finally, also, it was to be expecteé 
that Turkey, ‘though feeling the after 
effects of the recent Balkan war, recog- 
nizing that Russian victory would end her 
independence, would take sides with the 
central powers. 


Long Protected Italy. 

“ What was Italy’s position toward this 
threatening European war?

to be expected from Italy, Austria and: 
Germany might, at least, have supposed 
that Italy would mairitain a benevolent 
neutrality and assist her allies ie the 
enormous war evolutions. a 
“ At first events justified this dauaaam. 
tion. There was nothing at the war’s be-

atrocious treachery and breach of faith 
as Italy later committed. According to 
the Italian premier, after utterances by 
Marquis San Guilliano in August, Italy 
decided to remain neutral. 

“The reasons given for Italy's inter- 
vention were that the monarchy’s action 
against Serbia constituted an aggressive 
act against Russia. Italy particularly 
complained because Austria omitted to 
consult Italy in according with Article 
VII of the alliance. Austria accepted 
Italian neutrality without protest, though 
maintaining that Article VII was not ap- 
plicable. ' 


First of Italy’s Demands. 

“Italy's policy became clear after the 
death of Marquis Di San Giuliano, when 
the portfolio of foreign affairs passed into 
Sonnino’s haygds at the beginning of No- 
vember. It became apparent that Italy, 
without considering her treaty obliga- 
tion or any moral scruples, wes sure that 
the opportunity had arrived, both of her 
allies being engged in a gigantic struggle 
against mighty adversaries, to force Aus- 
tria to-cede the southern districts which 
are populated by Italians. 

“ The first step in this direction occurred 
on Dec. 11, when the Roman cabinet, 
openly referring to the national aspira- 
tions, instructed the ambassador to state 
that, as a result of our military opera- 
tions in Serbia and according to article7 
of the triple alliance,.it was entitled to 
demand compensations. The military op- 
erations on foreign territory do not mean 
the occupation of any of that territory 
and give no right to claim compensations. 

‘It is evident that compensations are 
only to be looked for where advantages 
are won which must be equalized—that is, 
in the Balkan peninsula. Nobody, when

Was Crack Weight Man 
~~ of Gotham Club 


BY RAY C. PEARSON. 
It is not often that @ ring man shows 
any wonderful ability in any other line of 
athletic endeavor. Nearly all of them, 
however, have shown fair caliber in 
other sports, but not enough to merit 
recognition. For inetance, there never 
has been a boxer who could be @ 
champion in,the game of billiards or one 
whoever achieved any fame with the cue, 
such as Johnny Kling, one time consid- 
ered the greatest catcher in baseball, was 
able to achieve as a player of pocket bil- 

From present indications, however, 
there is one fighting man of today who, 
should, he gain great honors in the ring, 
may accomplish the feat of being classed 
as a star in two sports. That man is Al 
Reich of New York, the heavyweight, 
who in recent battles has demonstrated 
that he is more than “orginary " as @ 
boxer. Those who have seen Reich in 
action aré not ready yet to say that he will 
be a world’s champion or that he has an 
even chance with Jess Willard, present 
title holder, but they believe he is a great 
fighter and needs only one thing to put 
film in the championship class. *That is 
experience. 

Star with Gotham Club. 

Reich before he started boxing was a 
star athlete. He was & member of the 
Irish-American Athletic club of New 
York, which in Reich's term as an athlete 
had banded together a wonderful array 
of talent, which included Tom Flanagan, 


others too numerous to mention here. 
Reich was a weight man, for this event 
enlists most of the big men in athletic 
meets. He looks back on his record with 
pride, for in it there are several record 
performances. 

After a few years of competition in 
track and field athletics Reich decided to 
try another field, and when it came time 
for the selection he chose boxing. - It 
wasn't long before he became so adept 
that he was ready to enter the amateur 
boxing competitions. It was here that he 
formed the conclusion that he would stick 
to the game of hit and get away, for he 
won the heavyweight championship. 
That success resulted in his entry later 
into the ranks of the professionals, where 
he has accomplished what might be 
termed average success. 

Can’t Vary His Style. 

With Reich, however, there is one thing 
that few have been able to understand, 
and that is the cause of his occasional de- 
feats by men who by the most expert 
critics were not given a chance to beat 
him. When these upsets have been reg- 
istered some of the critics have called 
Reich an “in and outer.”” But to those 
who really know the dope the belief will 
not down that it is anything other than 
lack of experience that causes these occa- 
sional defeats. 

Those who have seen the New Yorker 
in the ring say that his greatest handicap 
is bis inability to change his methods 
when necessity demands it, and the writer 
after watching Reich work out in a local 
gymnasium last week is forced to believe 
that there is a lot of truth in this way of 
doping out the boxer. Of course Reich 
may in time overcome this handicap, 
which is due greatly to lack of experience, 
for he is not at all deficient in gray mat- 
ter. 


Big Handicap for Boxer. 

There have been many ring men, how- 
evér, who never got anywhere in the 
gaivs simply because they could fight only 
one way. They formed a set style of 
milling on offense as well as defense when 
they started to box and never were able 
to get away from it. They fought every 
oyponent in the same way regardless of 
tue difference of attack iney were forced 
to meet, with the result that sometimes a 
startling victory was scored, while at 
other times just as startling a defeat was 
registered. That mixture of victories and 
cefeats had caused this type of fighter to 
be tabbed an “in and outer.” From pres- 
eLt indications Reich has still to graduate 
from this class. . 

Therefore it would seem that when 
Rect learns how to change his methods 
to- suit the emergencies provided by his 
opponents his chances for success will be 
xreatly enhanced. Those who know him 
beileve that he is gradually undergoing 
the change in style, for he is picking up 
knowledge right along of the fine points of 
boxing and it does not seem at al] hard 
fur him to understand and execute what 
he learns. 


_ Beaten by Jim Coffey. 

Only recently Reich met Jim Coffey, the 
Dublin giant, in a New York ring and suf- 
fered a defeat which was mcst decisive. 
No one can take any credit away from 
Coftey, for he has shown that he isa 
efeat heavyweight and his victory over 
Reich as well as over other opponents 
demenatrated that he is the only real 
rivai of Champion Jess Willard at the 
present time. 

Reich has pretty nearly everything that 
goes to make a great fighter except ability 
to change style as previously told. He is 
@ graceful hitter and a graceful swatter 
naturally is a foseeful one. He has a good 
eye for distance and his judge of pace is 
remarkably good. He is light on his feet 
and fast eno to worry any opponent 
for he has demonstrated that he is a good 
blocker, ON

and. chattels. They may be 
square, oblong, round, or oval. 
They may be made of canvas 
painted in flat floral design, they may be 
woven pieces or embroidered strips, silk 
damask or lengths of brocade, hand 
blocked, or exquisite sheets of Japanese 
print. damask or of chintz. 
<All of the old fashioned needle work, 
cross-stitch, weaving, etc., is being re- 
vived with gusto. The idea that threads 
all this together is an awakened appre- 
ciation of decorative designing of tex- 
tiles. The néw odd panels are offered 
not as pictures but as mural decorations. 
In every instance they are hung flat 
against the wall, usually under a mold- 
ing matching the woodwork of the room. 

The fad began with a revival of inter- 
est in tapestry. This naturally led on 
to a study of other handwork that was 
contemporaneous with antique tapestries, 
and some one unearthed a lot of petit 
point and gross point, and even hand 
work, and the elderly members of our 
families were surprised at “that old 
thing *’ coming into fashion again. “‘ Why, 
it’s nothing but cross-stitch on canvas,” 
they said. And so it is. 

Any one who has even one old “ sam- 
pler’’ or a bit of old time needle craft 
is counted lucky. Let her not make it 
into a cover or cushion, but have it 
stretched out and mounted, and hang it 
on the wall in the most conspicuous 
place in the living room as a bit of quaint 
decoration. It is worth its full quota of 
homage ami “all kinds of money.” 

The decorative canvases most in. evi- 
dence are painted in oils in floral designs.

Tapestries have never been more in 
demand than they are at present, in 
spite of the fact that ninety-nine persons 
out of a hundred cannot tell the dif- 
ference between the hand woven and the 
machine woven products. One sure 
method of finding out is to ask the price. 
Hand woven tapestries average in price 
about $50 a square foot. You may have 
your suspicions about the genuineness of 
anything below that price. 

Machine made tapestries, however, as 
decorative adjuncts, are by no means to 
be despised. They can hardly be counted . 
among the cheap materials, ranging in 
price as they do from $1 a yard and in- 
definitely upward. It ts not the purpose 
of the article to teach the amateur to 
distinguish between shuttle fabrics that 
are imitations, and bobbin fabrics that 
are real, but only to relate the various 
modes in which these most fascinating 
materials are used. Tapestries are sim- 
ply hung on the walls. Machine made 
ones come in fifty-eight inch widths, and 
a good. sized piece may be had without 
that surest betraying factor, “ repeat of 
pattern.” 

Made to order pieces are measured to 
fit curtain paneled spaces in the walls, 
and this fact is carefully noted by en- 
terprising decorators who are clever 
enough to heve hit upon the following ex- 
pedient of imitation. Not being able to 
have pleces purposely woven to fit cur- 
tain panels, they put up whatever avail- 
able machine made pieces they have and 
fit the panels to the pieces. This is done 
by means of moldings enframing the wall 
Space occupied by the tapestry. :

Prince Louis of Savoy. the Duke of the. 
Abruzzi, is the foremost and most romantic 
figure in romantic Italy. 

He stands now Admiral of the Italian 
battle fleet, the pride of the nation and the 
hope of the empire, 42 years old, a hand- 
some, brilliant, and courtly adventurer, 
tinged with mystery and a love sorrow. 

Prince Louis came to America a lieuten- 
ant in the Italian navy. He met the then 
Katherine Elkins. The two were much 
together and at one time reported to be 
engaged. But the royal family of Italy, 
headed by the Duchess of Aosta. sister-in- 
law of Abruzzi, prevented the marriage.

Prince Louis is all but a king. Court 
gossip has said that he may be slated for 
the throne of Albania when the war is over. 
His father, Prince Amedee, spent three un- 
happy years on the throne of Spain, then 
ingloriously abdicated. 

As a first cousin of Victor Emmanuel, 
Prince Louis is now sent out to'redeem the 
disgrace of Lissa in 1866, when an inferior 
Austrian navy triumphed. As first cousin 
of the king. Prince Louis is sent out to for- 
tify the standing of the crown with the 
people by the glory of victory. 

Yet by historic ties Prince Louis is bound 
to Austria, the foe. His own mother, Vic- 
toria dal Pozzo della Cisterina, was a 
princess non-royal of Italian-Austrian de- 
scent.
